$5 AUTO.USE TAX DUE JULY 1;

ROBBER KILLED 
IN PISTOL FIGHT 
NN CHICAGO BANK 


Two Guards Wounded— 
Hundreds See Shooting 
in Continental Illinois 

~ National. 


CHICAGO, June 3 (AP). — A 


white-masked robber. looking 
strangely like a clown was shot 
to death today and two guards 
were wounded in a daylight at- 
tempt to rob the Continental Illi- 
nois*National Bank and Trust Co., 
fifth largest bank in the country. 

Hundreds of patrons witnessed 
the shooting in the high-vaulted 
and marble lobby of the bank, sit- 
uated in the LaSalle street finan- 
cial district. It was a foredoomed 
attempt, the first in the history of 
the Continental, which employs 100 ' 
guards, all excellent marksmen. 

The robber carried a draft card 
bearing the name Harry Karstens, 
44 years old, and showing that he 
registered last February in Wasco, 
Ore. Other papers\he carried’ bore 
the address 2610 Lister avenue, 
Kansas City, Mo. 

The wounded are Thom- 
as Lyons, shot in the left side of 
the neck, and John Whelan, 
wounded in the right jaw, shoul- 
der and back. Lyons’ condition 
was not regarded as serious. 

Robber’s Strange 

Witnesses said robber made 

as he stalked 


like a clown.” 

A white stocking cap, slitted for 
the eyes, covered his face; white 
gloves covered his hands; from his 
neck was strung an overnight bag; 
underneath his long top coat was 
a hunter’s coat. Valise and pock- 
ets were stuffed with 150 shells 
and bullets. His equipment was 
a shotgun tucked under his arm, 
a pistol and a knife. , 

When the mask Was removed 
after the man’s death, his face ap- 
peared to be heavily powdered. 

Guards sprang to action when 
the strange figure appeared. Presi- 
dent James R. Leavell said the 
benk sometimes carried as much 
as $2,000,000 in cash “in various 
places,” aud that the wicket which 
the robber approached usually car- 
ried from $20,000 to $75,000. 

Witnesses could not agree on ex- 
act details of the shooting, but it 
appeared that one guard sighted 
the robber and approached him. 
Aiming ‘his shotgun at the guard’s 
vest ‘the robber commanded: “Drop 
your gun.” 

The guard half drew it from the 
holster, the jammed it back and 
retorted, “I won’t.”

Shotgun Misses 

From the robber’s rear a second 
guard crept up with a pistol, in- 
tending to slug him, but the 
masked man wheeled and pulled 
the trigger of ‘his shotgun. It 
missed fire and he banged it 
against the marble base of the 
wicket, either to smash it or cause 
it to fire. That failing, he dropped 
the weapon and reached for his 
pistol. | 

At this point the patrons dived 
to the floor. Police hoped to get 
the full story of the shooting from 
the guards after treatment in a 
hospital. Sergt. Arthur Knuerr 
estimated 14 shots were fired.” 

A search of the robber’s body 
disclosed four letters ready for 
mailing, three of which contained 
blank paper. The fourth, sealed 
and bearing a special delivery 
stamp, was addressed to Mrs.

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee a today a $1,058,451,660 
bill for the Labor Department, the 
Social Security Board and related 
agencies, after eliminating a $75,- 
818,000 fund for the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps. 

The committee recommended 
that Congress take definite action 
to allay fears of some state offi- 
cials that state unemployment com- 
pensation and employment service 
systems would be federalized. 

The committee sanctioned fed- 
eralization during the war but in- 
sisted that provisions be inserted 
in the bill:to make clear that the 
services were to be returned to 
the states when peace comes. 

Federal Security Administrator 
Paul V. McNutt informed a sub- 
committee that he regarded the 
federalization of unem ployment 
compensation systems as necessary 
because unemployment is a “na- 
tional and not a state problem.” 

Chairman Cannon (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the committee, said the 
members voted 15 to 12 to end the 
CGC program on a motion by 
Representative Engel (Rep.), Mich- 


igan. 

Hare (Dem.), South Carolina, 
chairman of the subcommittee 
which prepared the bill, said the 
committee members “apparently 
believed owed the CCC was no long- 
er n 

1200 at Start of Year. 

The $75,818,000 which had been 
in the bill for the CCC itself was 
a decrease of $171,142,000 from the 
1942 allotment. There were 1200 
camps at the beginning of the 
present fiscal year and the re- 
duced appropriation was to have 
trimmed this number to 350. 

J. J. McEntee, CCC director, 
insisted in testimony that the corps 
was necessary for work at Army 
cantonments and for forest fire 
fighting, and argued that a “work- 
ing organization” should be main- 
tained for after the war.

SUNK IN BENGAL BAY 


Captain Says Japs Japs Altogether 
Sent Down 18 Vessels 
on April 6. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
The Navy announced today that 
seven United Nations merchant 
vessels, including one United States 
ship, were shelled and sunk in the 
Bay of Bengal, off India, on 
April 6. 

The Navy said: 

Seven survivors of a United 
States merchant vessel which was, 
shelled and sunk by Japanese war- 

ships in the Bay of Bengal April 
6, 1942, have been landed at Nor- 
folk, Va. 

“This was the only United States 
merchant ship involved in the ac~ 
tion, although six other United Na- 
tions merchant vessels were shelled 
and sunk by the same Japanese 
ships during the engagement.” 

At Norfolk, Capt. Ragnar Ek- 
lund, of Sunnyside, N. Y., master 
of the sunken American vessel, 
said three Japanese cruisers cor- 
nered six Allied ships in the Bay 
and shelled the entire group to 
the bottom in 40 minutes and sank 
another nearby. 

Some of Ships Armed. 

Four of the merchantmen were 
armed and three of them fired 
their deck guns at the enemy war- 
ships, but scored no hits, Eklund 
related. The Japanese cruisers at- 
tacked at close range. 

Eklund told of an even greater 
toll in the Bay. 

“The Japs sank 18 or 20 ships 
in the Bay of Bengal that day— 
cleaned out every ship in the Bay,” 
said Eklund. 

(The Japanese, on April 13, an- 
nounced that between April 5 and 
9 their warships and planes sank 
64 Allied ships in the Bay of 
Bengal.) 

A British bombing. plane ap- 
peared about an hour after the 
attack and set one of the Jap- 
anese ships afire, Eklund said, He 
added that shortly before the 
cruiserg opened fire, a Japanese 
plane had attacked two other mer- 
chant ships in the bay with ma- 
chine guns. 

Capt. Eklund estimated that 
about 150 seamen perished in the 
sinking of the seven ships in his 
group. About 350 survivors ne- 
gotiated the 10 miles of water to 
the shore, where a field hospital 
was set up to care for 40 or 50 
wounded men, 

Calls Japs Poor Shots. 

Asserting that the Japanese 
“were very poor shots,” Eklund 
said one of the cruisers fired be- 
tween 40 and 50 shells at the 
American freighter, but scored 
only “15 to 18 hits.” 

The ship’s entire crew of 37 
escaped in two lifeboats and one 
raft. “Shrapnel was falling like a 
hail storm,” said Bklund.. The ves- 
sel went.down 25 r-inutes after 
the attack began, 

After a day and a half on the 
beach, the seriously wounded men 
were carried by others of the 350 
survivors two miles through a 
jungle to a small river. There the 
wounded wére placed in dugouts 
and paddled by natives several 
miles upstream to a landing, 
whence they were taken by busses 
to Cattuck for hospitalization. 

The approximately 300 uninjured 
survivors, led by a native police- 
man, walked 12 miles through the 
jungle until they caem to a landing 
from where they were taken by 
bus to Cattuck. Many of the men 
were shoeless and cut strips from 
life preservers to~tie. about their 
feet.

ages of steel, copper and other 
war materials. 

Batt is chairman of the WPB 
requirements division. He was 
joined at the conference by A. I. 
Henderson, newly named director 
of WPB’s materials division. 

“T. can see times ahead when a 
shipway may stand idle for lack 
of steel and ammunition may slow 
down for lack of copper and 
brass,” Batt said. Thus far, the 
military has been able to dip into 
civilian supplies, he added, but 
“this pool is nearly dry.” 

Steel production in 1942 will ex-

ing as high as 85,000,000 tons, Batt 
said, yet “today we do not have 
enough steel.” 

“At least 70 per cent and possi- 
bly more of the projected increase 
in pig iron capacity will be com- 
pleted,” he estimated. 

He indicated that the high oc- 
tane and synthetic rubber expan- 
sion efforts would be fully com- 
pleted, saying, “they are so im- 
portant that I think they will have 
to be carried along.”

Nickel—“We do not have enough 
nickel to fill all demands... the 
housewife will not have stainless 
steel kitchenware but our soldiers 
and sailors will have first-class 
weapons.”

Copper—“We, are uncomfortably 
short of copper, but the figures 
can not be given out for military 
reasons.” 

Manganese—Development of low- 
domestic manganese now 
under way “will supply us with 
our needs.” 

Chromium—“We are developing 
in Montana new sources from 
low-grade ores ... while not of a 
quality that will fill all our needs 
it will fill a number of them.” 

Tungsten—A broad program of 
domestic tungsten production, cen- 
tering in Idaho, Utah, California, 
and Nevada, as well as increases 
in Latin American production, will 
fill much of the gap caused by 
stoppage of shipments from the 
Far East, but this metal still is 
“a major problem.”

That was the translation of a 
message her husband sent to a 
man in Sweden, Mrs, Frances Goel- 
lert Gros said in a statement which 
the prosecution introduced at their 
trial in United States District 
Court t 

Dr. H elmut Gros, 43 years 
old; his wife, 31, and Albrecht Ru- 
‘dolf Curt Reuter, 56, former art 


+dealer, are accused of espionage 


and failure to register as German 
agents, They were arrested in Jan- 
uary. 

Mrs. Gros told of pressing her 
husband for details of a coed ca- 
blegram, continuing: 

“I finally got a translation from 
him and he said it meant ‘Queen 
Mary on way to Australia.’ The 
code was made up of a mixture of 


German, Italian, Czecho-Slovakian 
and Rumanian languages. 

The Queen Mary, a British liner, 
is one of the largest vessels afloat. 
When the cablegram was dis- 


| patched was not mentioned. 


Mrs.. Gros held hands with her 
husband as her statement was 
read, 

Dr. Gros’ Statement. 

Dr. Gros, in a statement read 
yesterday by a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agent and described 
by the prosecution- as a confes- 
sion of his activities, told of his 
employment by the German intelli- 
gence at $200 a month, plus a 
20,000-mark bonus, with the rank 
of captain. 

Dr. Gros said in the confession 
that the recently-wounded Rein- 
hard Heydrich, No. 2 man of the 
German Gestapo and his former 
school: mate in Saxonia, had in- 
structed him to: 

“Organize sabotage, the blowing 
up of ships, industrial plants and 
such things. 

“Take protographs of harbors 
and military objectives. 

“Furnish information on persons 
who might be contacted to create 
strikes.” 

Told to See Lewis, Bridges. 

He said an uncle, Maj. Hans Be- 
bert of the German nijlitary intel- 
iigence, who got him the job, asked 
him to: 

“Contact John L. Lewis, leader 
of the CIO, and Harry Bridges, Pa- 
cific Coast labor leader, to ascer- 
tain their attitude on labor prob- 
lems and their political philoso- 
phies and to attempt to make them 
useful to Germany, if possible. 

“Represent the military intelli- 
gence of Germany in co-operation 
with the Japanese intelligence de- 
partment on the west coast.” 

But he had no intention of doing 
any of these things, Dr. Gros said, 
and sent only newspaper clippings 
about strikes; unemployment and 
airplane production, information 
such as would be available through 
German newspapers and maga- 
zines, 

Statement by Wife. 

Mrs. Gros said in a purported 

statement read in court that be- 


}fore they were married Dr. Gros 


told her she could earn $200 a 
month for one to five hours’ work 
a week clipping articles about 
United States military and naval 
affairs, airplane -production, ship 
sailings and compiling lists of key 
defense positions in California. 
“Helmut asked me to become a 


German agent,” a-quotation from} 


her diary read. “I did not accept.” 

When, after their marriage, the 
statement said, she threatened to 
-tell the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation of her husband’s activities, 
‘Dr. Gros told her the Gestapo had 
agents “all over the. United States” 
and harm would come to her if 
she exposed him. 

She said Dr. Gros told her he 
not only had aided the Nazis in 
obtaining control of Germany, but 
once had posed as a French mili- 
tary officer to carry money to Ger- 
man spies in Paris, as a 
priest on a similar mission in Po- 
land, and was dropped by para- 
chute to deliver a message to Nazi 
agents there.

Rotunda Segnali, a long-established

ARMY IN LIBYA—Britons taken 
prisoners by the Germans in the 
first day of the current offensive 
have been streaming back to their 
own side.

Commodities for import are list- 
ed in three groups, with strategic 
materials first, essential civilian 
commodities second, and items of 
least importance third. 

No person, except Government 
agencies, may import items on any 
of the three lists without first ob- 
taining specific permission from 
the WPB. The board will be guid- 
ed in granting permission by the 
relative importance of the goods 
involved. 

Ruling on Sales. 

After arrival in this country, 
items on list one may be sold only 
to Government agencies, or to 
others on specific WPB authority. 
This is substantially the present 
method of handling these imports. 

Items on the second list may be 
sold without restrictions, insofar 
as the import order is concerned. 
Their domestic uses are controlled 
by other WPB orders except where 
control is not considered necessary. 

Imports may continue to be 
made on existing contracts for 
strategic and essential civilian 
commodities, but contracts for ar- 
ticles classed as least essential will 
not be allowed to stand; specific 
authorization for these imports 
must be obtained for all items in 
the third group, regardless of ex- 
isting contracts. 

The items on list three include 
certain animal and vegetable fats, 
canned and corned beef, pickled 
or cured beef and veal, chicle, 
cocoa or cacao beans, coffee, raw 
cotton and cotton waste, butter, 
cheese, eggs, condensed milk, cer- 
tain fabrics and fibers, bananas, 
grapes, melons, peaches, pears. 
corn, rye, certain grain prepara- 
tions, horsehides, iodine and ni- 
trates.

Seventeen thousand feet over 
Amboina harbor (the former Dutch 
naval base between Borneo and 
New Guinea) four Japanese Zero 
fighters intercepted the plane, “We 
were hit many times in the wings 
and tail,” Hargrave’s report said.

Nel- 
son and I had a few scratches. 


Two Bodies Recovered. 

“The natives found Oliver’s body 
Feb. 7, floating in the water. He 
was buried at sea. The next day 
Bean’s body was identified and 
buried. Bull’s body was not 
sighted. : 

“Through the natives we learned 
that some Australian soldiers were 
farther along the coast. Nelson 
went to find them and returned 
Feb. 14 with one Australian who 
had no medical supplies. 

“That afternoon Miller and Cu- 
sack started for the hospital at 
Amboina in a canoe manned by 
natives.” 

They have been reported by the 
Navy as missing in action. 

Nelson, the Australian’ soldier 
and Lieut. Hargrave, joined by an- 
— * Australian ill with malaria, 
obtained a canoe from a native 
Feb. 23 and left at night for an- 
other island 15 miles away. 

“By March 19 three more Aus- 
tralian soldiers joined us. We had 
plenty of fish and rice. At an- 
other village we obtained canned 
food and a sailing craft with a 
crew of four natives. 

“When-we reached a village with 
a radio station we found that Java 
had been invaded. The natives 
vaid a ship at another village was 
to pick up soldiers and our best 
chance was to sail there. The 
trip took five days. When we ar- 
rived we were out of food and 
water and the ship had gone. 

“We set about repairing the sail- 
boat.”

The Importance of Rural Electric Co-ops. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE book review, “Benefits of Co-op 

Movement Offer Guide to Post-War 
Era;” by Paul Greer in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, was very interesting. I 
would like to make a few comments 
about a co-operative movement that was 
not mentioned, I refer to the more than 
800 Rural Electric Co-ops in the United 
States with a total of over 1,000,000 
members. 

These co-ops exemplify a nation-wide 
movement by the farmers to supply 
themselves with electricity so that they 
may enjoy the comforts and conveniences 
which they have been deprived of for 
many years. Now during this period of 
all-out war effort these electric co-oper- 
atives are also supplying this vital power 
to the Army and Navy and many impor- 
tant war industries. 

Many co-operatives, especially in the 
Midwest, are serving large irrigated 
farms where pumps supply the precious | 
water to produce foods which will greatly 
help to win this war. In Missouri there 
are about 32 of these co-ops owned and 
operated by the farmers. | 

The co-ops are of national importance 
and the people should be made aware 
of them at every opportunity. 

As for the post-war era, these co-oper- 
atives will have no smal] part to play. 
They will be the backbone of post-war 
development in our nation’s rural areas. 
They have a job to do both now and after 
the war is won. They know it, and they 
will do it as only the farmers of our 
country can do a job. 

These co-operatives were financed by 
the Government through the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration, but the farm- 
ers started them and they are keeping 
them alive by their growing desire for 
co-operation, Through the fighting spirit 
of the REA the power of the greatest 
monopoly in the United States, the pri- 
vate utilities, was broken, thus enabling 
the farmérs to obtain electricity at a 
rate they could afford to pay. 

Today the members of these co-ops 
are resolved that every kilowatt of elec- 
tricity used on the farms of the United 
States this spring and summer will be 
made to produce a full kilowatt’s worth 
of food for freedom.

Defense Transportation and the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, 2 : 

In other words: having failed to make a single 
one of their arguments inst the ordinance stand 
up in St. Louis, they now hope to have it wiped off 
the books by the fiat of some Federal agency in the 
name of winning the war. 

However, this new charge becomes suspect just 
as soon as its source is considered. And it falls flat 
on examination of the statements mustered in its 
support. The accusation was made by one F. A. 
Schleifer, who described himself as the chairman of 
the Midwest Shippers’ Advisory Board. Convenient- 
ly, it was not pointed out that he is also the traffic 
manager of the Franklin County Coal Co. of Chicago. 

James L. Ford Jr., chairman of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, has been able to raise the question 
of whether Schleifer actually had the support of 
the shippers’ organization for his attack on the anti- 


smoke ordinance, but there is no question. about 


where certain soft-coal operators stand on this issue. 

As for the facts of the matter: St. Louis uses 
relatively little West Virginia coal—about 650,000 
tons a year. True, this coal, together with Arkansas 
semi-bituminous, in hand-fired stoves and furnaces, 
makes the difference between clean winter air and 
midnight noons. It is tremendously important to us, 
but quantitatively it is not a large item. 

St. Louis is still the No. 1 customer of the Illinois 
mines. We depend on them for almost three-fourths 
of our supply. Indeed, we bought more Southern 
Illinois soft coal in 1941, with the ordinance in force, 
than we did in 1939, the last pre-ordinance year. 

Chicago, on the other hand, bought little more 
than one-fourth of its supply in Illinois. And so 
far as the freight haul from West Virginia is con- 
cerned, there is precious little difference between the 
two cities. But we have heard of no hue and cry 
raised against car-hogging on the part of Chicago. 

Nor have we heard Schleifer point out that, be- 
cause of the higher heat content of West Virginia 
coal, it would take from 25 per cent to 30 per cent 
more cars to bring an equivalent amount of Illinois 
coal into St. Louis. Furthermore, St. Louis is co- 
operating wholeheartedly with the Government in 
buying its coal early—while cars are available. 

If the necessities of war dictate it, St. Louis will 
sacrifice even its anti-smoke program. But we are 
not going to sacrifice a great civic achievement 
when there is no call to do so. We are not going to 
let self-appointed patriots tell us what to do. 

The greater living comfort, the better health, the 
higher working efficiency that have come with smoke 
elimination are making an important contribution 
to the output of this defense center. We are not go- 
ing to give that up when we need not and should not. 

The Smoke Elimination Committee has undertaken 


| to place this matter in its true colors before the 


Federal agencies concerned. We have the conviction 
that they will recognize these charges for what they 
are—not an afflatus of patriotism, but one more 
effort to get around the people and their determina- 
tion to keep St. Louis fit for decent living. 
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COLOGNE, THEN ESSEN. . 

The smashing attack on Cologne might have been 
an isolated concentration of R. A. F. bombing power, 
a mighty effort that could not be repeated for weeks. 
It might have been, but it wasn’t. While the wreck- 
age of Cologne’s war industries still burned, British 
flyers struck again, once more in a formation of 
more than 1000 planes. This time the Nazi arsenal 
city of Essen, with its tremendous Krupp munitions 
works, was the target of their devastating visit. 

Two colossal and ruinous attacks on key centers 
of Hitler’s war production within 48 hours! The 
first great R. A. F. achievement brought new in- 
spiration to the Allied nations, and the swiftness 
with which the second followed opens up possibilities 
hitherto scarcely dreamed of. The quick follow-up 
must also strike terror in every other center of Nazi 
arms production, transportation and strategic im- 
portance. For if the R. A. F. can maneuver its 
planes, its pilots-and its ground crews so efficiently 
as to smash two vital spots in quick succession— 
and a strong force hit Essen again last night—what 
German can foretell the end? 

Every subject of Hitler must realize now that the 
invasion of Europe is no longer the fantastic dream 
which Nazi spokesmen have called it for months. 
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WHAT WILL THE DEMOCRATS DO? 

The Republicans have virtually completed their 
selections for the 22 seats in the St. Louis delegation 
to the Missouri Senate and House of Representa- 
tives to be voted on in November. The many busi- 
ness and professional men who are included stand in 
contrast with the purely political type of legislator 
with which St, Louis has become all too familiar. 

Two more days—tomorrow and Friday—remain 
for the Democrats to announce their selections.

Down comes a two-ton wrought-iron chandelier, 
one of the largest ever built, that has hung in Union 
Station for nearly 60 years; up come rusting, unused 
rails and other steel at the rate of 25 tons a day.

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MR. CALHOUN DECLARES A VACANCY. 

The Board of Election Commissioners has followed 
the ‘only course open to it in rejecting the filing of 
former Circuit Judge John W. Calhoun for the Re- 
publican nomination for Circuit Attorney. Mr. Cal- 
houn’s contention is that the office has been vacated 
by Thomas C. Hennings Jr.’s naval service, 

Section 12,989 of the Missouri Statutes provides 
that in the event of a vacancy in the office of Cir- 
cuit Attorney, “the Governor, upon being satisfied 
that such vacancy exists, shall appoint some compe- 
tent person to fill the same until the next regular 
election” for the office. 

Thus, no vacancy exists in the sense that Gov. 
Donnell has recognized one, The Governor has made 
no temporary appointment. And if he had, the 1942 
mid-term congressional election would not be the 
“next regular election” at which the office of Circuit 
Attorney is filled. The present term runs to 1944. 

However, there will be no harm in a judicial rul- 
ing on Mr. Calhoun’s contention. This is an inter- 
esting point, and since it has been raised, now is 
the time to settle it. 
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MUNICIPAL OPERA IN WARTIME. 

Many a summer entertainment project has given 
up the ghost in this year of war emergency, tire 
rationing and daylight saving time. The St. Louis 
Municipal Opera, however, is carrying on. Its twen-

From a Short-wave Radio Address to China by Senator Robert M. La Follette Jr. 


SPEAK to you as one who has long ad- 

mired the heroic efforts of China to de- 

fend herself against aggression. For five 
long years, against ‘tremendous odds, you 
have withstood the ruthless and inhuman 
onslaughts of a nation gone mad with mili- 
tary power. 

We Americans, too, have felt the sting 
of attack by this same enemy. We, too, 
are moving our military might to repel and 
ultimately to crush him, 

It is true there are many ways in which 
the Chinese and the Americans differ. We 
differ in traditions, living habits and cus- 
toms. 

But there are also many ways in which 
the Chinese and American people are the 
same. Those things whigh we possess and 
believe, in common, are vastly more impor- 
tant than the matters in which we differ. 
The common danger which we face makes 
plain that which we havé in common and 
minimizes for the moment our differences. 

Your minds and hearts are set upon goals 
which give you a common meeting ground, 
a common determination and a unity of 
action which have enabled you to make a 
never-to-be-forgotten defense of your nation 
that is an inspiration to men of good will 


everywhere in the world. 
s . — 


Here in the United States, we have also 
had political and economic differences from 
the time of the establishment of our 
Republic. In the past few years, I myself 
have had occasion to disagree in various 
ways with other United States Senators, and 
have often advocated policies opposed to 
those put into effect by the majority of 
Congress and the exécutive. But in the 
face of the situation which now exists, only 
basic issues are important, and all of us in 
this country are trying to emulate you in 
your unity of action. 

It is my bélief that the people of the 
United States are united in their deter- 
mination to win this war. Groups which 
in the past have differed on many subjects 
are today working shoulder to shoulder 
in every walk of life to achieve the goals 
of production for the transportation and 
equipment of our armed forces and those of 
the other United Nations. 

But there are other important fronts in 
this war than the military fronts, I believe 
the time is long past due for some plain 
speech on the question of exploitation and 
imperialism which has marked the course 
of empire in the past two centuries. In 
my opinion, the day of empire based upon 
subjugation is past. The sooner responsible 
heads of governments make this plain, the 
sooner will this war be won. 

I am sorry to say that my own country in 
the past has indulged in this vice of strong 
nations. Indeed, there is hardly a powerful 


nation on earth that has not been involved 
at some time in the domination of other 
nations. 

The domination of the strong nations has 
assumed various forms—commercial, politi- 
cal and, in the extreme, military. Each con- 


| tains the ingredients from which hatreds 


and wars are made. All are odious in vary- 
ing degrees and have no place in a modern 
world where the best irterests of all are 
served by a tolerance and understanding of 
the problems of the weaker. 

True freedom and self-determination must 
be a goal among nations as well as indi- 
viduals, This war will have been fought 
in vain unless exploitation, subjugation, and 
imperialism are abolished from the earth. 

The world of tomorrow will attain this ob- 
jective only if present governments have 
the courage and vision to abstain from 
exercising domineering influences which 
exist as vestiges of empires of the past. 
Nor can the enunciation of such a policy 
wait until the war is won. In my opinion, 
the policy has a direct bearing on winning 
the war; it has a direct relationship to win- 
ning the peace. 

Moreover, it must not be overlooked that 
vanquished peoples, too, will be a part of 
the post-war world. To that substantial 
body of citizenry in enemy countries, who 
have been misled or forced to follow mur- 
derous totalitarian leadership, every neces 
sary consideration, must be given so that 
they, too, can have normal and self-respect- 
ing lives. : 

* * * 


I think the United States should clarify 
its position in regard to your country. It 
should do so at once and in no uncertain 
terms. We should renounce forever any 
future claims upon China, its resources, or 
its people, and we should repudiate now 
extraterritoriality. 

We have indicated we are ready for this 
step, but why not go;,all the way? Why 
leave any doubt in *the mind of anyone 
living in China or elsewhere? We should 
relinquish officially and at once the special 
rights established under former treaties 
with China. While we are not exercising 
extraterritorial rights and therefore they 
are theoretical rather than actual, there 
is no reason for any vestige to remain, 

Each nation among the 27 United Na- 
tions is today fighting for its sovereignty. 
That sovereignty must be complete and ab- 
solute. We arg fighting not only for de- 
mocracy within nations but also for de- 
mocracy among nations. 

By relinquishing these alleged rights and 
by taking every other step to make our 
relations with your country those of demo- 
cratic understanding, we will lay the basis 
for a peace based upon justice.

be astounded at the marvelous re- 
sults.” Mabel smiled, disbelieving- 
ly. “Don't the modern radio com- 
- mercials strain for effects?” she 
asked. “If we over-acted as stren- 
uously on the stage, the audiences 
would think we were ridiculous. 
Why don’t radio advertisers stop 
patting themselves on the back 
with such exaggerated statements, 
and really present the important 
sales points of their products?”

DIAGNOSIS: For 20 years I 
have been. trying to teach adver- 


 tising students that the American public is more interested in 


the actual facts than in these exaggerated terms, such as 
“amazing,” “sensational” and “marvelous,” but you can still find 
them ‘violating our tested psychological laws every day. Just 
listen to the radio commercials, and you become nauseated by 
the childish attempt to outbid the rival firm by jumping from 
the comparative to the superlative degree. Radio advertisers 
have especially been guilty of inflating our good English words 
until they have relatively little meaning any more. We've had 
more inflation of vocabulary than of our currency. They have 
strained to reach the superlative degree in their extravagant 
and asinine claims, so that the average citizen is bored by the 


commercials.

APPARENTLY THEY have little originality, for each par- 
rots the methods of his rival. Listening to‘radio commercials 
is still like taking quinine. To sugar-coat the bitter pill, there- 
fore, the advertisers now use “come-on” devices like the awards 


of badges. and model airplanes to children. But few of them 
have yet learned how to sugar-coat the quinine for adults. 
Here are some psychological hints for honest business mep 
who want to employ the radio as an advertising medium: First, 
try to weave your commercial deftly through the entire 15- 
minute or 30-minute time on the air, thus eliminating the 
mechanical commercial, uttered for the last two minutes of 
your time by a bored announcer.

SECOND, TAKE clerks right out of your store to deliver 
the commercials, thus injecting more personality into your ad- 
vertising. Let them lisp or stutter, if they may. The profes- 
gional announcers today are so mechanical in their enunciation 


and emphasis that they sound as stereotyped as outworn phono- 
graph records. Third, use more sensory appeal and less verbal 
ballyhop. The sound effect man at every broadcasting studio 
can inject many novel devices to portray the sound or feel of 
your goods. Lastly, use more honesty and frankness. Give the 
truth and let satisfied customers tell their experiences with your 
goods. The simple truth in advertising will be so refreshing, 
by contrast, that many people will enjoy buying your wares just 
to register their protest against the trite high-pressure methods 


that have.bored them for years.

outward progress. As long as he 
gets good marks in school every- 
thing is fine. As soon as he fails, 


or shows signs of failing, all is 


wrong. 
The teacher hastens to drill the 


* ‘child; the parents prod him along 


by scolding and rewards; the child 
continues to fail; the pressure in- 
creases; the child stops growing. 
That is what happens when a child 
who has been working hard at 
learning his number tables slows 


down, slows still more, then stays 
at the : 


place where he failed. 

More than likely he is tired out. 
His brain cells, his nerves and 
muscles, are new and untried. 
They. have not been seasoned. The 
prolonged strain of growth has 
tired them out. They can do no 
more until they are rested.

. WHEN A CHILD slows down, 
in any field of growth, don’t nag 
him. Study him quietly. Instead of 
giving him more of the same les- 
son to do, give him less. If he still 
shows no signs of progress, drop 
‘the subject for three weeks; make 
no mention of it; allow him to do 
other work, and then try again. 
Usually he will begin work in a 
new spirit and make rapid prog- 
ress. 


The same condition appears in 
adolescence. The children give up 
in certain situations. They say, “I 
can’t learn history,” or “I hate 
algebra.”’ 

Give that pupil a change of 
work; rest that tired part of him 
for a while. Encourage him mean- 
while along the lines he can still 
develop. Usually he can get back 
to work and ‘complete his term's 
work if he has been relieved of his 
burden soon enough. 

x *«* * 

OCCASIONALLY, IN the high 
schools, we find students who can 
go no further. They are at a stand- 
still in growth along the lines the 
school lays down. It is useless to 
drive a child in this condition. All 

we can do is change his work and 
hope he will begin growth in an- 
other direction. 

We must always keep in mind 
the hard truth that some children 
reach the limit of their mental 
growth sooner than others, and 
prepare a way for them to be use- 
ful in whatever field their abilities 
permit. 

School and class programs must 
be flexible enough to allow changes 
that relieve tired pupils, that al- 
low the program to meet the shift- 
ing growth of the pupils. It is the 
pupil that is sacred, not the pro- 
gram,

OE DOAKES, the average 

American bridegroom who fell 

victim to the siren song of the 
furniture salesman and the lure 
of that invincible institution, the 
installment plan, was doing all 
right as long as he was Civilian 
Doakes, one of the vertebrae in 
the backbone of his office force on 
@ small but sufficient weekly sti- 
pend. But overnight he changed 
from A-1 in the credit files to 1-A 
in the Army and, as Private 
Doakes, his problems have multi- 
plied considerably. He finds that 
his monthly payments exceed his 
monthly salary, that the furniture 
company is threatening to take 
back everything, including his 
wife, and all in all he’s anything 
but happy about the whole thing. 


It is at this point that the Com- 
mittee of National Defense of the 
Missouri Bar Association steps in, 
with all the effectiveness of the 
hero lifting the mortgage on the 
old homestead. The committee, 
or its local representative, takes 
Joe’s problem under consideration, 
confers with the attorney from 
the furniture company, and ar- 
ranges to work out a modified pay- 
ment plan, or have the company 
repossess the furniture and refund 
the money, or in some other man- 
ner finds a solution “satisfactory 
to both parties concerned.” The 
legal service is free whether 
Doakes is a soldier, a sailor, or 
the pride of the Marines. , 

This little drama has been a re 
peat performance throughout the 
State ever since the Missouri Bar 
Association organized the system 
of free legal aid to service men

last Jan. 15. William O. Reeder, 
St. Louis attorney, was appointed 
chairman of the Committee on Na- 
tional Defense, and he in turn or- 
ganized all the counties from Adair 
to Worth, with a key man in each 
county, and practically every law- 
yer in: each county a member. 


“Cases arise in many ways,” 
Reeder told us, as,he fingered the 
sizeable stack of letters represent- 
ing service men’s problems, on his 
desk. “A letter may be written 
to the Army or Navy or the Red 
Cross, and if it concerns some- 
one from Missouri, it’s sent on 
to me, and I send it on to the 
attorney in the right county. For 
example, 4f a soldier from Dent 
County in camp in Texas has some 
problem at home hg is directed by 
his commanding officer to see the 
local bar committee in Texas. The 
chairman of that committee gath- 
ers the facts, forwards the infor- 
mation to me, and I place it in 
the hands of the chairman of the 
committee of Dent County. We 
have found that most of the prob- 
lems are easily solved. They are 
little problems but big to them. 


“Here’s a letter from the com- 
manding officer of a Missouri sol- 
dier stationed in another state. It 
seems the soldier has just received 
word that his wife has divorced 
him, although he was never served 
with any papers or notified of it, 
and has no desire for a divorce. 
This will be placed in the hands 
of the attorney who heads the 
Jackson County committee, since 
that’s the county concerned, and 
he'll handle it. 

“Another letter we had recent- 
ly came from a woman living near 
Hannibal. She wrote to the coun- 


cil in Chicago first and they sent 
her letter, on to us. She had four 
children and her husband was in 
the Navy somewhere in the Pa- 
cific. She and her husbafid were 
buying a homie on time payments 
and she couldn’t meet the pay- 
ments and the company holding 
the mortgage was threatening to 
take the home away from her. 


“We went to see the building 
and loan company that held the 
mortgage and got them to reduce 
the monthly payments from $45 
to $12.50 and suspend delinquent 
payments until her husband re- 
turns, 

“We've had innumerable cases 
where people bought furniture and 
various things on the installment 
plan and couldn’t keep up the pay- 
ments. What we do in such cases 
is to make adjustments. We 
haven't failed yet in getting the 
creditor to be reasonable and work 
the problem out with us.”

ILLIAM WINTER, the news- 

caster, gave the world an im-

the other end of the telephone. He 
was overcome with joy when he 
learned that we had bought the 
turtle-neck sweater, and twice 
overcome with the same when we 
remembered what we had paid for 
it—$1.98 with tax.

So, to keep within the law and 
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ture company, a settlement was 
agreed upon.

The committee has learned from 
experience that many people are 
of the opinion that a service man’s 
debts are cancelled rather than 
suspended as is actually the case.

Be- 
cause many problems are merely 
being suspended until after the 
war, the Bar Association antici- 
pates a great deal more work for 
the present committee or a similar 
one after the war is over. 

Also, in addition to the legal 
service for service men, local com- 
mittees are serving as legal ad- 
visers to Civilian Defense coun- 
cils, as rationing boards have had 
problems arise and complicated or- 
ders to interpret. 

Since local county committees 
have been organized and news cir- 
culated around that they were in 
existence, the St. Louis office has 
had less occasion to serve as a 
clearing house for problems, but 
are still active in some cases. 

“A few days ago I had a letter 
from a committee member.in Cape 
Girardeau with a rather unique 
problem,” Reeder said with a smile. 
“One of the young men from that 
vicinity is now in Australia and 
desires to be married to a girl in 
Cape Girardeau by proxy. A bill

After much scanning of Corpus 
Juris and the other authorities, 
Reeder came to the conclusion that 
marriage by proxy is not author- 
ized in Missouri, but that marriage 
over long distance telephone would 
be valid. While it is customary to 
require both parties to be present 
when the marriage license is is- 
sued, he advised the committee 
member at Cape Girardeau that 
the statutes do not require it and 
they should be able to secure a 
license, 

They might, he warned, experi- 
ence difficulties in arranging tele- 
phone communications, If this can 
be arranged and all goes well, a 
young lady in Cape Girardeau may 
don her wedd dress some day 
soon, pick up the telephone re- 
ceiver, and become the June bride 
of a Missouri soldier in Australia. 

“That’s hardly legal aid,” Reeder 
commented, “but it is a situation 
troubling a soldier, and troubles 
reduce his effectiveness.
